POTATO CULTURE. 


There is a coiisidcrHblc difference in tlio 


quality of potatoes. Tbo soil upon which 
they grow undoubtedly has an effect upon 
them in this respect. On the same soil some 
vftrletta will hsve a rank flavor,while oihers 
growing side by side with them will bo mild 
aud every way ngroeable. 
In n soil that is 


too wet, though the crop, is often abundant, 
it is scarcely over palatable. A dry, mouldy 
fresh and moderately rich aoit is probably 
the best for every variety of the potato; aud 
.for tin early crop, if the soil incline to sand, 
it will prove more favorable, especially if 
the season bo n wet oue. Ou land thoroughly 
drained, even if it be a heavy lonin, tho po- 
Uto will flourish. Iti cultivating the potato 
much will depend upon the kind of manure 
used. It does not like ultroueous manure, 
such as the droppings of cattle, in its imme- 
diate neighborhood. If such manure is used 
it 
should 
be in » fine condition and 


thoroughly mingled with the soil; not used 
in the hill. 
Wood ashes are excellent; so is 


gypsum, lime aud soot. Tho most abundant 
crops iU'i: frequently obtained on muck 
meadows, Unit are thoroughly drained by 
the application of gypsnmonly RS a manure. 


Tho Boston Journal of Chemistry says 


for six of tight generations, in New Eng- 
land, our fathers have been exhausting tho 
soil by removing these agencies in their 
potato and other crops, aud we have reached

Our 
farmers have found 


that new laud gives the best crops, and this 
h due to the fact that such fields afford the 
most potash. But as long as we crop our 
pastures so uurensonably, wo cannot resort 
to new laud, as land is not uaw tbnt has its 
potash mid phosphatic elements removed by 
grazing auimrls. Remember that a potato 
held which gives but a hundred bushels to 
tho acre requires nt least ft hundred and 
sixty pounds of potash; but by allowing the 
tops to decay upon the field, sixty pounds of 
this is restored to the soil again, as that 
amount is contained in them. 
A medium 


crop of potatoes requires twice as mack 
phosphoric acid ns a medium crop of wheat; 
sy that in two years with wheat 
the laucl is 


deprived of no more of thr.t ngont than it 
loses in one year with potatoes. 


Potatoes aiiccfied best with thoroughly rofc- 


ledmanurn in which no more fermentation 
can hike place. 
A very excellent compost 


for potatoes is swamp muck, bone dust, ami 
plaster. One load of muck, 100 pounds of 
lino bone dust, nud n bushel (80 pounds) of 
piaster, make a very useful fertilizer when 
Ktablu manure cannot be procured. 
Fish 


guano makes a good substitute fnr Uig bone. 


An exchange says tho following receipt for 


raising patatoes id worth the price of any 
paper for oue year, and lo nuy farmer who 
is short of manure, it is said to be as good ns 
Ui3 best superphosphate of lime, and it will 
certainly not cost half as much. It has been 
tried two years, and is good on dry land. It 
says, "take one cask of lime and slack with 
water, and then stir in one bushel of fine 
salt, aud then mix in loam or ashes enough, 
so that it will not become mortar ; it will 
make about five barrels. 
Put half n piutiin 


a hill at planting. 
All manures containing 


potash, are particularly suited for the potato. 
Ashes contain more thnu any nature! fertil- 
izer, nucl should be freeiy used and carefully 
saved."
